and the interest ons portion of its indebted- 
ness, 14 would seem that but little of the 
Company's money has been expended _ for its 
benefit, but instead, as Mr. Ramsry states in 
his complaint,large sums have been wasted in 
useless and fraudulent litigation, and in pro- 
ouring the passage of laws by legislators in- 
terested in the perpetuation of the control of 
the road by Fisk and Goutp. And much of 
this money has, further, been expended in 
the settlement of controversies in which 
Fisk and Goutp had become involved with 
others, but which settlements were not, and 
were not intended to be, of any benefit to 
the Company. 

Fisk and GouLp’s opinion of their own 
fidelity as directors of fhe road may be gath- 
éredi from. complaints which they filed in 
certain actions brought in {the name of the 
Erie Company against Commodore VaNDER- 
pir, and against Scuetx and others. It 
will be remembered. that the Commodore 
‘was recently ¢xamined as a witness in the 
formerof these. The complaints were sworn 
in December last, and the allegations are 
substaptially as follows : That in July, 1868, 
the Erie Railway Company or its officers 
paid [$2,500,000 in cash, also bonds of the 
‘Boston, Hartford and. Erie Company 
to the famount of $1,200,000 belonging 
to the Erie Company; in’ consideration of 
fifty thousand shares of Erie stock, and et 
the same time paid Vanpuxsitt the further 
sum of $1,000,000 from the money of. sait 
Company; and that all such paymentg were 
made from the property of the Erie Railway 
Conipany without any lawful, or valuable, 
or sufficient. consideration.’ In the action 
against ScHELt 4nd others, bronght to re- 
cover $420,250 paid by Fisx and Gouzp to 
ScuExx for settlement of a controversy be- 
tween them,—which sum was also paid from 
the Company’s treasury,—it is stated “that 
the motives which led to said compromise 
‘were not on either side founded on any con- 
sideration looking to the welfare and pros- 
perity of the Railway Company, and that no 
advantage was to be gained by the Com- 
pany by any such settlement.” : 

I¢ is not surprising that sworn declarations 
like these should have alarmed the creditors 
of the Company. Believing their securities 
imperiled by the misconduct and reckless

And yet last week, 
when the necessities. of the Erie Ring re- 
quired Judge BaRnarp to be upon the other 
aide, he did not hesitate to violate his own 
law, and igsued an injunction which he had 
solemnly determined, after full argument, to 
be illegal and void, and which he concurred 
in characterizing as “ a monster in jurispra- 
dence.” ; 

ft is. scarcely necessary to remark that 
Judges of the Supreme Court do not stultity 
themselves, as Judge BarNarp hes done by 
these conflicting decisions, except under the 
most powerful motive that can .influence 
human action. After a career of the most 
reckless and profligate management, this 
band of “Erie afvyenturers found them- 


. selves. conftontéed at- last by an honest 


Judge, suddenly suspended from office, and 
called upon to account for forty milhons of 
money. Forbidden access to their books and 
papers, except in the presence of an un- 
suspended director; prohibited absolute- 
dy from making any entry therein or re- 
moving any of them from. the office, and 
ordered to appear before a referee, that all 
the secrets of their shameless career should 
be exposed to the public view, and that the 
public might see and know when, and how, 
and under what circumstances these many 
millions have been disbursed,—it is not sur- 
prising that extraordinary measures should 
have beer taken in their behalf. What may 
not the thréatened fearful exposition have 
presented f Who can say what reputations, 
besides those of Fisk and Goutp and Lanz, 
would have been blasted by such a reve- 
lation?

The Wincenth Amondueat nt Expeunded 
e by Mx. Sweeny. 

Mr. Peter B. Swany is the acknowledged 
Chief of the Tammany Democracy. He is 
supposed to know, if any recognized leader 
does, what thé party mean by their opposi- 
tion to the Grant administration of the 
Government, and what ther future issues 
are to be before the people. In a note toa 
contemporary he avows a determined hos- 
tility to the Fifteenth Amendment. He in- 
sists that the second clause of the amend- 
ment, to. wit: that “Congress shall have 
power to enforce this article,” is destructive 
of the exclusive right of the States to regu- 
late their own suffrage.
